CANADIANIZING THE 
FOREIGNER IN WEST 


CiTY OF CALGARY MAKES GOOD 
CITIZENS OUT OF THE NEW- 
COMERS 


Civic Undertaking of Calgary in Teach- 
Ing the Foreign Element of I's Pop- 
ulation, Is Meeting With Marked 
Buccess—One Way to Make Good 


Canadian Citizens. 

(By Charles Stokes) P 

The assimilaion of the foreigner 
fe one of the most interesting aspects 
of Canadian immigration. Canada re- 
@eives un esormous immigration, of 
Which approximately 26 per cent. is 
@rawn from non-English speaking 
countries, and the mere attraction of 
these people to her shores is not the 
completion of her responsibilities. 
The advertising of Canada as a land 
of opportunity for all is not suffic- 
fent; there must be a:hospitable wel- 
eomne and a readiness to accept the 
mewcomer, whatever natioaality he 
represents and whatever ‘ongue he 
speaks, aS a man and a brother. Of 
his own part, the foreigner is gener- 
@lly in fullest sympathy with any at- 
tempt to absorb him into the social, 
moral and politicaleatmosphere of the 
Dominion. But he comes from coun- 
tries where vastly different systems 
of government have been in vogue; 
and to set the impress of Canadian 
fdeals upon the heterogeneous mass 
of which he is a unit, it is some- 
times necessary to reduce the for- 
eigner, adult though he may be, to 
practically the status of a child and 
fo start right from the beginning 
again. The principal obstacl2 to over- 
come is his ignorance of English. 
Once that ig removed, he is aot only 
enabled to maké a bette living, but 
ean be taught the principles 9f citi- 
genship. ; 

An object lesson in the successful 
Canadianization of the foreigner was 
afforded the writer at the closing ex- 
ercises of the special classes for for- 
eigners conducted ‘by the Calgary 
echool board. Calgary may be called 
the metropolis of the westermost 
prairies, situated as it is a consid- 
erable distance from any other big 
centre in Western Canada, and be- 
eause of the twenty-two iundred odd 
miles that stretch between it and the 
Atlantic seaboard, .t does not receive 
very much immigration of the rather 
objectionable kin? that fs tu be found 
in some eastern cities, but mostly of 
the progressive and educated type 
that is part of the march of civiliza- 


tion. Its foreign-born newcomers be- 
lopg not to the blac hand but the 
Universal Association of Workers. 


But despite the fact that ihe average 


fs possessed of an education that 
might be called fairly good, a very 
great proportion cannot speak Eng- 
Heh; and it was to help these per- 
sons, male and female, that these 
classes’ were instftuted three years 
aLo. 


I believe I am correct in stating 
that such classes, although now be- 
evming. common, were never taken up 
as a civie duty instead of a philan- 
thropical task until Calgary entered 
the field, At some point English 
elasses for foreigners had been start- 
el as part of religious schemes, but 
never apparently by any city itself. 
The classes (which are held at night 
and are intended for adults, not 
children) are conducted by the city 
ef Calgary as a branch of its very 
liberal policy of technical education, 
aid for aaministrative purposes come 
under the direction of the super’n- 
tundent of technical education, - Mr. 
TT. B. Kidner. At the beginning of the 
first season, two classes were held; 


now there are elcven classes, with 
nine instructors, the attendance at 
which during the season just closed 


was no less than 407. 

The classes are in five groups— 
firstly, for beginners, consisting of 
those who have been In the country 
under six months; secondly, for inter- 
mediate students, who have been in 
the country ‘less than one year; third 


and fourth, advanced students; and 
lastly, a mixed class of students at 
various stages. The system used in 


imparting instruction is the “Berltiz,” 
which, besides being very suitable for 
any person of even meagre education, 


is alinost indispensable (lacking the 
use of Esperanto or some such uni- 
versal medium of converse) in com- 


municating with students of so many 
nationalities as this—Scandinavians, 
Slavs, Teutons, Latins, and so forth. 
Jn the Berltiz system, no other lang- 


nage !s used but that which is being 
tanght, and no translation is under- 
taken by the instructor. The speak- 
ing of English is the first effort and 
then successively reading and writ- 
ing. In the intermediate group, inter- 
esting debates have been held and 
the keenest interest has been mani- 
fesied in the discussion of such top- 


{es as prohibition, women’s suffrage 
and the advantage or disadvantages 
of city life as compared with country 


life That French, Duteh, German, 
Danish, Swedish and Austrians can 
be brought to such perfection that 


they can argue on controversial mat- 
fers in a Janguage which until a few 


months before had been unknown to 
all of them is, incidentally, a great 


achievement. In the advanced groups 


of the classes, a book on civics has 
been stuaied, and the students have 
acguired an introduction to a know- 


ledge of the government of the city, 
the province of Alberta, the Dominion 
of Canada, and the British empire; 
until, as one student volunteered, 
from being unacquainted with Ene- 
lish they had in a year been advanced 
to being able to read newspapers and 
to take interest in all political issues, 
from the tariff question to the local 
market problem. 

The closing exercises were altend- 
ed by a large number of people—the 
students themselves, the friends they 
had brought with them and who, not 
having attended the cla%ses, sat gog- 
groaged throughout the whole _ per- 
ormance ;nd the very commonplace 
English-speaking folks who came out 
of curiosity. Represented in the hall 
were (besides Canadians, British and 
Americans, Norwegians, Swedes,

RETAIN FREEDOM 


Germany's Vexed Question In East 
Africa Under Review , 


A white paper dealing with the 
vexed question of “serfdom” in Ger- 
man East Africa has been drawn up 
by the governor of the protectorate in 
reply to a Reichstag resolution on de- 
siring the abolition of serfdom by 
January 1, 1920. It has been the sub- 
ject of much criticism in the budget 
committee from Socialist and Centre 
party deputies. It says that it would 
be a highly dangerous experiment to 
abolish the serfdom by a fixed date. 
The colonial secretary, Dr. Solf, fully 
agreed with this view, and Was sup- 
ported by the National Liberals. The 
resolution ig extremely unlikely to 
take effect. 

According to the 
every native born after December, 
1905, {is free. The mild “serfdom” 
now existing in East Africa is a sur- 
vival of tribal warfare and of the 
Arab conquests. In the days of the 
prosperous slave trade centred in 


German law, 


Zanziba> the prisoners of war were) 


sold to dealers and carried out of. the 
country, but now that the trade has 
languished with the establishment of 


European rule the serfs remain an} 


work in the country until they can 
purchase their freedom. 

There are estimated to be at pres- 
ent about 185,000 serfs in German 
fast Africa. Their numbers are rap- 
idly dwindling and in fifteen years’ 
time “serfdom” will, it is estimated, 
be extinct, 


GOVERNMENT TO ACT 


Saskatchewan Department Wil! 
Selling Agents for Wool Growers 
The Saskatchewan department of 

agriculture announces that during the 

present season {it will act as a selling 
agency for wool-growers .f the pro- 
vince. Shipments of wool may be 
made in carload lots, must be for- 
warded to Regina during June, and 
the commodity will be placed on the 
market free of charge to the farmer, 
who will, however, have to meet all 
expenses Incidental to the shipment, 
local freight rates, and also grading. 

Among’ the deductions will be the 

cost of twine and sacks. 

The department has decided to em- 
bark on this new policy in order to 
demonstrate the advantages to be de- 
rived from the production of the 
choicest quality of wool and from the 
marketing of woo! in bulk, and ulso 
to encourage sheep-growing among 
grain farmers. During the winter 


months an exhaustive inquiry was in-| 


stituted into the condition of the 
sheep ind@stry, and it was discovered 
that there are in the province 600 
owners of flocks ranging in size from 
one or two to ten thousand heac. 

A bulletin on the new policy will 
be sent to every wool-grower in 
province, 


Resulte at Experimental Ferms 

For twenty-six years the Dominion 
Experimental farms have been exper- 
imenting With grain crops at the var- 
lous farms and stations distributed 
over Canada, trying to learn which 
varieties give best results in the dif- 
ferent provinces.

What an Infield Double Play Means In 
Time and Action. 

In an article on baseball tn Every- 
body’s Magnzine the writer shows the 
wonderful speed that {s used In making 
eome of the plnys. He says: 

Making first base, though more dra- 
matic to watch, is an uneventful ex- 
pedition compared with the trip to sec- 
ond. It takes 1 fast map to negotiate 
the journey !n 33-5 seconds, Ne thrown 
ball goes over 300 feet, and ff a batted? 
ball travels beyond the safe limits of a 
single throw it must be re!ayed by the 
fielders. While you are waiching the 
outfielder scamper after the ball the 
relay line {s being swiftly formed in 
the infield. There could be no such 
quick and accurate fielding of deep 
outfield hits if the outfielder taking the 
ball did not know that behind him was 
ranged his line of relays ready to take 
the ball the instant he could turn and 
throw it. The relay Hine in a profes- 
sional team forms almost automatical- 


sive varieties. : 


To make a double play tn the Infield 
the shortstop, for example, must feld 
a ball that bas been batted about 135 
feet. He passes the ball from ten to 
twenty-five feet to the second base 
man, who must then throw ft aolnety 
feet to first. All this while the batter 
is running ninety feet, a trick that, as 
we have seen, it takes a snappy run- 
ner to turn In 8 3-5 seconds. It's a 
close call and a cuse of utilizing the 
fraction of a second, but witb sharp 
fielding the margin {s all on the side 
of the fielders. The double play ts the 
menace ever threatening the runner on 
firet.

Stomach 
overns & German's business ways, 
oo, for just as he and his staff are 
agate on with the day’s work under 
a good head of steam the whole ma- 
chine is stopped for a ‘powza’ and 
oe tape'scnd A steamed up again after 
each snack, with the outcome that no 
more real work is done usually than 
in our shorter day. 

“Five years after a Germay clerk 
is hired he will appear before his 
employer, click his heels together, bow 
deeply and call attention to the fact 
that he has been there five years. 
Does he expect an increase of salary? 
Not at all! This is merely the Ger. 
man respect for length of service. By 
doing so he politely intimates that 
he thinks he must be of some use in 
the place or he wouldn't be there. 
At the end of ten years, fifteen years 
and twenty years the same reminder 
ia given, until, when the twenty-fifth 
anniversary comes round, the boss is 
looked to for a handsome jubilee din- 
ner.”

Clove Productlon, 


The Sultanste of Zanzibar, just off 
the coast of central Africa, comprises 
four islands—Zanzibar, Pemba, Mafia 
and Lamu. This Sultanate produces 
perhaps nine-tenths of the cloves of 
the world. The climate and soil of 
the two islands of Zanzibar and Pem- 

& seem peculiarly adapted to the 

rowing of this 
Many of the trees are % years old, al. 
though most of the clove plantations 
on Zanzibar Island date from 1872 
when a terrific cyclone swept over it, 
doing fearful damage to the trees. 

Clove trees begin to bud about Jan- 
uary or February, and the picking ia 
done any time after July, continuing 
for about four months, as the trees 
ripen irregularly. When the cloves 
have been picked they are exposed on 
mats to the eun for six or seven days, 
and are then sent to the custom house 
where the Government exacts an ex- 
port duty of 25 per cent. 


The crop is a very uncertain one, a | 


heavy yield one year, and compara- 
tively nothing the next. The dulk of 
the cloves are bought by Aimerican, 
German and Indian firms, and are 
sent to Bombay, Hamburg and Lon- 
don. Most of the cloves are used in 
distilling oil of cloves, which in turn 
is employed in the manufacture of 
drugs, perfumes, confectioneries, etc. 
Another great product of Zanzibar 
is copra, which ia the dried interior 
of the cocosnut. The cocoanut trees 
grow throughout the Sultanate with- 
out cultivation; land is sold by the 
number of cocoanut trees on it. A 
tree will yield from 100 to 120 nuts a 
yield; the crop is gathered about every 
four months. The nuts are svlit open 
and dried in the sun for several days, 
when the product is ready for ship. 
ment. France consumes most of the 
copra, which is used in the manufac- 
ture of soap, oil cakes, ete. 
Approached from the ocean the city 
of Zanzibar presents a beautiful pic- 
ture; the snow-white Arab houses are 
set against a background of soft 
tropical green; lying close to the shore 
are the hundreds of native dhows with 
their quaint sails, while farther out, in 
the deep waters, are the foreign ships 
A prominent building on the water- 
front is the palace of the Sultan, 
which suggests a hotel at one of the 
Atlantic watering places, with its wide 
verandas and square lantern. Back of 
the palace are the remains of the old 
fort erected by the Portuguese, and 
here and there are to be seen the 
ficgs of the consulates of the various 
powers.

THE HUMAN SKULL. 


Many a Fracture Is Averted by Its 
Great Elasticity. 
Fortunately the human skull, al- 
though composed of bones. Is elastic, 
much more so than one would think 
The average male adult skull, tn fact, 
says the Scientific American, is so 
elastic that it may be compressed 
laterally in diameter by a blow or by 
pressure, applied at the center of area, 
at right angles to the surface at that 
point, by one and a half centimeters or 
about six-tenths of an Inch, recovering 
its original diameter and form without 

breakage. 

The material of which our bones ts 
made is so highly resistant that a 
cylindrical plece thereof only one 
square millimeter or 0.00155 squure 
inch in area (1 e., only 1.128 millimeter 
or 0.044 inch in diameter) bus a tensic 
strength of fifteen kilograms or thirty 
three pounds avoirdupols, figuring out 
at about 21,300 pounds per squire 
inch. 

A similar sample of hard wood, test 
ed in the same manner, held only ten 
kilograms—that 1s, bone has 50 per 
cent more tensile strength than wood 
A single bone fiber is shown in the 
hygienic exhibition. Dresden, support 
ing a weight of five kilograms, or elev 
en pounds avolrdupols.

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BORING A TUNNEL 
THROUGH SELKIRKS 


IMMENSE ENGINEERING FEAT 1S 
UNDERTAKEN AT ROGERS’ 
PASS 


New Location for the Line Will Short- 
en C.P.R. Route by Four Miles— 
Work Involves the Expenditure of 
Over Ten Miilion Dollars. 

In the vast yamphitheatres formed 
by the ranges of perpetually snow- 
elad mountains which surround the 
pass of the Selkirks, modern science 
today is pitt'rg its wits against the 
titanic forces of nature, A_tremen- 
dous conflict is being waged in the 
valleys on either side of the summit 
where the primordial has held sway 
for countless ages. 

Brains <nd brawn, backed by mod- 
ern machinery, modern methods and 
scientific crgenization, are combining 
te circumvent the elements. Huge 
fron mammoths are scooping out 
earth rock in enormous mouthfuls, 
and powerful explosives are rending 
the innermost recesses of the hills to 
serve the needs of a transcontinental 
railway system and to permit of the 
onward march of progress. 

The new location for the line will 
shorten the route by four miles. The 
enterprise is officially known as the 
Rogers’ Pass tunnelling scheme, and 
the work and related improvements 
will involve the expenditure of more 
than $10,000,000. The tunnel wip 
take rank as the longest railway bore 
fin America. The Hoosac tunnel on 
the New York Central line is the 
Jongest at present, being just four 
aud three-quarter miles through 

Since the Canadian Pacific railway 
first opened its transcontinental line 
through the mountains of British Co- 
lumbia it has spent millions of dol- 
la in protecting and renewing its 
tracks on extra locomoiives used to 
haul trains up the heavy grades and 
fn coping with the snowfalls «and 
ether physical handicaps which keep 
a large force of men and a large 
amount of expensive equipment busy 
nearly all the year. At Rogers’ Pass 
elose to the summit of the Selkirks, 
the company maintains large engine 
sheds, shops, snow plows ana outfits 
ready for service on both sides of the 
Selkirk range. 

The engineer spent two years seek- 
ing a favorable location for a tunnel 
through the Selkirks The C.P.R. 
decided on the Rogers’ Pass tunnel 
undertaking and relating double- 
tracking work last spring, prelimin- 
ary operations being started last 
June. 

The contractors, Who have in hand 
the tunnel scheme are applying an 
entirely now method in tunnel pierc- 
img, they are projecting what is 
known as a “pioneer bore.” This is 
a small preliminary shaft, seven feet 
by nine, which will parallel) the 
eourse of the mair tunnel fifty feet 
sistant and will be bored from both 
ends at the same time. The idea is 
quite in the nature of an experiment 
and was decided upon only after care- 
ful calculation aud mature consider- 
ation. 

One of the principal reasons for 
the adoption of the new plan was the 
fact that the Canadian Pacific wish- 
ed to have the big undertaking finish- 


ed by December 31, 1916, three years | 


and a half from the time the work 
was started. Building a passage five 
miles long is a lengthy process in the 
ordinary way. Only a limited num- 
ber of men can work in the heading 
at one time and delays constantly oc- 
eur on account of blasting and other 
eauses. 

With the “pioneer” bore the work 
will be greatly facilitated. Side shafts 
will be excavated leading into the 
eourse of the main tunnel and drill 


ers will thus be enabled to attack a! 


number of points at once. While 
blasting is proceeding in on 
the shaft the workers will be able 
fo continue their activities in another, 
instead of having to cease work each 
time a shot in fired as would be the 
se with the one heading. The same 
applies to the excavation part of the 


work. Lines of cars loaded with ma- 
terial can be kept continually in mo- 
tion from the various drifts which 


would not be possible were the oper-| 


ations concentrated all at oae part. 


Another great advaniage is the fact ! 


that the “pioneer” bore will act as a 
ventilating iaft, enabling the pas- 
sage of a urrent of air through two 
bores and the connecting passages.

The tunnel operations have a de- 
cidedly human irterest side.

Latest Story of Miracle of Science 
Comes From France 

The Lond Standard and Express 
devotes considerable room to describ 
ing “the latest miracle of science,” as 
shown in a very secret building in 
the city. Emile Bachelat, an old 
Frenchman, long resident in Amer 
ica, is said to have produce a rail 
Way system, permitting of a speed of 
300 miles an hour. The cars are made 
of steel, With aluminum base. This 
metal, suffering magnetic repulsion 
by electricity magnets, which “are 
Situated under the track, holds the 
cars suspended in the air. A_ series 
of tunnel shaped solenoids along the 
track, which are successivly electri 
cally magnetized, pull the suspended 
ca rat a terrific speed 
This. typ of car. is intended for 
goods and mail traffic, Bachelat eon- 
tending that the cost of carriage for 
300 would would be a cent per pound 
The cost of laying the track would 
be $25,000 a mile plus $60,000 for 
power houses at each hundred miles. 
The passenger cars would be fitted 
with propellors and motor similar 
to acroplanes

jcal and medical professions, has been 
Jissued in Lonion. The committce in- 
|cluded the Dean of Westminster, Sir 
| Bryce Duckworth, the D« of Dur- 
|ham. the Dean of St. Paul's, Sir Doug- 
las Powe!l and .be renowned alienist, 
| Sir Clifford Allbutt 

The report distinctly affirms the 
jefficiency of spi:itual or mental pro 
cesses in the aid or cure of function 
al diseaser The member of the 
committee declare their belief in 
prayer and the exercise of the Divine 
power «in ocnformity with 
law, while, however, deprecating the 
neglect of medical treatment 

They consider that spiritual minis 
tration should be recognized equally 
with medical ministration, as carry 
ing God's blessing to the sick It 
is on this account that they desire to 
see increased importance attached to 
{spiritual ministration as a contribu 
tory means towards recovery. They, 
jhowever, strongly deprecate  inde- 
pendent treatment of disease by irre

The trek of Western Canada began 
in earnest about a dozen years ao 
and followed closely the lines of the 
then one existing railway, but coinct- 
dent with the building of two more 
transcontinental railWeys, the immi- 
gration iner d until it has now 
reached the enormous total of virtu- 
ally half million persons a year, large. 
ly from Great Britain and the United 
States, not to mention the vast move 
ment from Eastern Canada to the 
west. The lure, or properly speaking 
lures, are identical to those which 
peopled our own prairies First, land: 
second, mere .tile opportunities ere 
ated by the cultivation of the land. 
The difference in the development of 
our middle west and the deve lopment 
of Western Canada lies Jargely in the 
difference of time, and for this rea. 
son it but natural that Western 
Canada development relatively 
fas The opportunities there at 
present are precisely the same ag the 
opportunities which existed in Gen- 
tral United States thirty or forty 
years ago, but the means of convert- 
ing these opportunitie into money 
are infinitely better as may be real- 
ized when one pauses to consider the 
vast improvements which have been 
made in transportation facilities, 
farm equipment ard busines appli- 
ances during that period 

There ig no pioneering in Western 
Canada as our fathers and grandfath- 
ers understood the word: instead ite 
pioneering de luxe; pioneering via 
transcontinental trains versus og

I never take avtrip into Western 
Canada without being amaved at the 
progress being made. I “ave recently 
seen model towns of three, four and 
five thousanc people which did not ex. 
ist five years ago Less than two 
v ago I had ceeasion to go to 
Central British Columbia. After leav- 
ng the railway I was obliged to float 
down the Fraser river on a BsCOW cOoy- 
ering more than three hundred miles 
in Six days; then TI spent another 
week travelling by pack train into 
the Stuart river valiey. On the entire 
journey I passed through but one 
small village and the country, some 
of the richest in agricultural possibil- 
ities, timber and minerals of any in 
North America, was but sparsely set- 
tled A few weeks ago I made the 
ame trip, but ead of going down 
the Fraser on a scow, T wont all the 
way from Winnipeg on as fine a train 
as one May wish, Railway constrre- 
tion camps which had punctuated my 
Journey two years ago have s«iven 
place to thriving tewns where mer- 
chants are getting rich supnlying the 
thousands of farmers, lumbermen and 
miners with the same brands of goods 
iat may be purchased in Winnipeg, 
1ieago and Boston I cannot speak 
of these settlers as immigrants, nor 
yet as pioneers for the worg immf
